The conferees broke over the ques- 
tion of an affirmative declaration of 
policy in the issue, dividing on the 
rocks of straightforward indorse- 
ment of the Lodge reservations and 
the irreconcilable opposition of the 
no leaguers headed by Senators 
Johnson and Borah. 
For three hours representatives of 
factions—reservationists, mild 


deliberated over a tentative plank 
modellieq after the Indiana State 
Republican platform. Nothing what- 
ever was accomplished. It was de- 
elared that there was no prospect 
even of an agreement when the 
conference adjourned. 

Participating in the conference 
were Senator Ledge, author of the
